—The New York Sun says that among 
those who went out to Liberiain the ship 
Azor ‘from Charleston was Auntie Eliza 
Young, who bad been a slave-on the planta- 
tion of Major W. A. Wilkins, near Waynes- 
boro, Ga, With her was a considerable 
brood of younger and some older colored 
folks from the immediate ‘vicinity, who had 
been living inthe manner in.which nearly 
allofthe negfoes lived after the war—in 
their huts on the plantations on which they 
were born. Major Wilkins, who was edu- 
cated as a lawyer, and was one of the large 
slaveholders of Georgia, tried to persuade 
the negroes tostay on the old plantation, 
but without success. They were all excite- 
ment over theprospect held out to them to 
induce them tojoin inthe exodus. The 
voyage of theAzor was not a happy one. 
After almost infinite suffering on the part of 
the passengers who were crowded in the 
steerage, the hills of the promised land were 
sighted. Some of the negroes had died, and 
their bodies had been cast into the sea, 
Many others were sick, and in no condition 
to begin penniless the work of getting a 
iving in a strange land. Nearly all of them 
were destitute of money: An episode of 
the voyage whs taking the health of the 
passengers out of the hands of a colored 
physician who administered to a patient 
sick with measles a dose consisting of coffee 
with an infusion of ginger, a Dover power, 
and Friar’s balsam. The next day the 
patient was dropped over the rail into the 
sea. There were several births in the course 
of the voyage. When the hills of Sierra 
Leone came in sight the negroes were wild 
with joy. The Azor raninto the harbor of 
Freetown and was towed to Monrovia by 
the English mail steamship. More than a 
year passed, and then Major Wilkins got a 
letter from Auntie Young. It was filled 
with regrets that she had Jeft the plantation 
on which she was born. It pictured her 
condition in pathetic ternis; it said that 
if she could once more more see her old 
home she would be content to die; but she 
had no hope of ever getting together money 
enough to bring her back. Measured by 
her experience in the sailing ship Azor, the 
journey was an almost endless one. When 
e received her letter, Major Wilkins wrote 
as follows to an old friend of his, one of the 
firm of W. C. Browning & Ce., of this city: 


WAYNESBORO, Ga., December 8, 1879 —Mr. An- 
drew T. Anderson: Dear Sir—Enclosed find my 
check for three hundred and fifty dollars, which 
please invest in exchange on Liveria and send it 
Eliza Young, Monrovia, Liberia. It is for her 
and others to come back home. A year or so = 
there was a move from this part of the country in 
that direction.. These people.are sick of the move, 
ud if they get back their experience will deter 
others. This money will bring them to'New York, 
and I will send you money to pay their way from 
New York here. Pardon me for ae? 
with such a matter; itis out of my line. But I 
did not know any other way. My best wishes for

Brown Bros. of London, whose paper is 
current the world over. The bill of ex- 
change was enclosed in a brief note, tell- 
ing from whom it was, and addressed to 
“Elizia Young, Monrovia, Liberia.” It was 
sent in the English mail in time to reach 
London before the sailing of the mail 
steamer that goes south on the 27th of 
each month, and touches at Monrovia. 
On the following day Mr. Anderson wrote 
to Major Wilkins, telling him how his 
request had been carried out, and adding, 
jocosely: “It was the first letter I ever 
wrote toa woman in Africa.” If there has 
been no delay in firding the proper recipi- 
‘ent of a letter addressed simply, ‘Eliza 
Young, Morr vie, Liberia,” Aun ie Young 
and her brood of exiles are by these days 
rejoicing over the prospect of renewing 
their old life in the huts that they abat- 
doned when they set out for the distant 
fatherland oftheirrace.

This was a bill tiled by the complainants 
against the defendants with a prayer for an 
injunction to restrain the collection of cer- 
tain tax fi. fas., issued by the tax-collector 
of Bibb county, for taxes due the state and 
county, on the allegations contained in said 
bill. Upon the hearing of the application 
for the injunction prayed for, the auswer of 
the defendant, Jeter, the tax-collector# and 
the evidence contained in the record, the. 
cbancellor granted the injunction restrain- 
ing the collection of the taxes for the year, 
1876, but refused to grant it for the years 
1875, 1877 and 1878. Whereupon the com- 
plainants and the tax-collector excepted. 

The taxes claimed, were claimed to be due 
to both the state and the county, and had 
been assessed by the proper officer of the 
state, who was proceeding to collect the. 
same. This case comes within the rulings 
of this court in Decker vs. McGowan, tax- 
collector, and. the Georgia Mutual Loan As- 
sociation vs. McGowan, 59th Geo.

This case came before the court below on 
a certjorari from a justice’s court. It ap- 
pears from the record that the case tried in 
the justice's court was a Claim case,and that 
the justice decided it in favor of the claim- 
ant. Onthe hearing of the certiorari in the 
superior court, the court sustained it and 
reversed the judgment of the justice, 
whereupon the claimant and defendant in 
certiorari excepted. Jt appears from the 
evidence that on the 19th of October, 1878,

to enable them to make the cotton 
and corn now levied on on rented land, and 
that was his part of the crop for 1878, after 
payment of rent, and the question is wheth- 
er the cotton and corn made in 1878 under 
this statement of facts, is also exempt from 
levy and sale? This cgse comes within the 
ywrinciple ruled by this court jn Wade vs. 

eslow, decided at the February term, 
1879, (not yet reported) It is true the corn 
and cotton was made on rented land, but 
the claimant held the exempted corn and 
cotton made in 1877, in trust for the benefit 
of his wife and children, and we think it, 
or the proceeds thereof, was properly in- 
vested by him in that which wa’ necessary, 
in conjunction with his and their labor, to 
enable them to make a support for the year 
1878, by the production of the corn and cot- 
ton levied on—the more especially as it 
does not exceed in quantity the corn and 
cotton which was exempted from jeyy and 
sale. Besides it is the policy of the law to 
encourage industry and thrift in an honest, 
‘legal way, instead of discouraging it.

GEORGE KUEGLER. 


Coroner’s Inquest -and Further Par- 
ticulars. 

At ten o’cloex yesterday, Coroner Drake 

held an inquest over the body of George 


Kuegler, anda verdict was pronounced in 
accordance with the facts as detai.ed in THE 
ConsTiItuTion on yesterday. The reporter 
learned the following additional facts from 
undoubted authority: 

On Monday morning Kuegler went 
to the Atlanta national bank and 
made a deposit of $25. It was entered upon 
his bank-book. When he left the bank his 
book showed a deposit of $75 to his credit— 
$50 having been placed there by him some 
days before. ; 

About 3 o'clock in the afternoon Kuegler 
returned to the bank in company witb an 
elderly gentleman, whose name the reporter 
did not Jearn, and drew out $25. When 
he entered the bank -the second time he 
was evidently under the influence of liquor, 
though not drunk. He seemed to bein a 
great burry, and as soon as the money was 
handed to him he walked rapidly out of the 
bank with the elderly man, 

This was his last visit to the Atlantr 
national bank. As Kuegier had no money 
on his person at the time of his death, and as 
he was seen gambling during the day, itis 
fair to conclude tha: he must have Jost it gat 
some table. His wife said that he took fifty 
dollars from the till, Of this sum he de- 
posited twenty-five at the bank. The fact 
that he drew out this amount at 3 o'clock 
would geem to show that.be had gambled 
off the twenty-five which he held back in 
the morning, aud the further fagt that he 
was penniless upon reaching home proves 
that he had also Ik.st the money 
drawn at three o'clock. But these 
facts do not necessarily indicate that he 
killed himself because he had lost fifty dol- 
lars. The loss was "ot Sufficient to make a 
reasonable man desperate. He still had 
fifty dollars to his credit at the bank. He 
was doing a prosperous business. True, he 
-had gambled away some money. but he had 
money left, and a good prozpect for making 
more, Itisidletosay that his condition 
was such as to make a reasonab'e man des- 
perate. In the light of these factsit seems 
wortawer, | clear that megies did not kil] 

{mself simply because he had lost money. 
The man must have been insane. No man 
of perfectly sound mind would take bisown | 
life under such circumstances.

What Will be the Extent ofthe Cot- 
ton Urop of 1879-80? : 
St. Louis Republican. 

This question is agitating the cotton trade 
of the world, and esfitions hinge on its solu- 
tion. Let us endeavorto makea’ careful 
analysis of it. 

Estimates yary from 5,200,000 to 5,700,000 
bales. 

Port receipts are 436,413 bales, and the 
overland movement 125,000 bales (estimate) 
in excess of last year. This would appear 
to warrant the larger estimate, but it is only 
on the hypothesis that receipts of equal 
volume are to continue to the close of the 
year, that such can possibly be realized. 


Several causes have conduced tp earlier f 


shipments of cotton this seasun than hereto- 
re. 

1, Current prices have been remunerative, 
and planters, having in remembrance that 
in former years the lowest point was us- 
ually in December, were disposed to market 
as much of their crops as possible, and real- 
ize before “the break.”” They have been 
aided herein by the splendid weather which 
has prevailed, and roads which have per- 
mitted twice or three times the weight us- 
ually hauled to market. 

2. The reverse was the case in 1878-79— 
the epidemic of 1878 prevented the early 
movement of the crop to the most impor- 
taunt ceuters, Never before, perhaps, had 
transportatipn been so generally interrupt- 
ed at the south as during that fatal period. 
The two seasons will not bear comparison 
in this regard.

It will be observed that the excess this 
season at New Orleans, Mobile and Norfolk 
shows 373,942 bales. As these were the 
points chiefly affected by the interruption 
of transportation in the year of the epi 
demic (1878), it is reasonable to attribute a 
large share to that cause. If the crop 
(1879-80) is to attain a figure such as the 
present excess would indicate, is it not rea- 
sonable to suppose that other points would 
likewise show a corresponding increase? 
Another point may be here adverted to. It 
is highly probable that much cotton re- 
maining on plantations will be held there 
by the planters. They have already se- 
cured a handsome price for the larger por- 
tion of their crop, are indepencent of their 
merchants, and believing in higher prices, 
are in good condition to speculate on the 
remainder. Future receipts will thus be 
sensibly affected, and much may even be 
held beyond the ist of September. Re- 
ceipts on a liberal scale will probably con- 
tinue until February or March. Present 
accumulations at railway stations will. 
maintain these until exhausted, but this 
effegied, the real position will be unmasked, 
and the estimate of 5,200,000 bales will prob- 
ably be more generally entertained. 


A Collision. 

CuicaGo, January 13.—A collision oc- 
curred at the stockyards this morning be- 
tween the striking and non-striking work- 
men in the packing houses. The latter 
were attacked by a mob of four hundred or 
more with sticks and stones as they passed 
in and out of the gate. One man was dan- 
gerously stabbed. A number of the strikers 
were arrested and marched to the police 
station at the muzzleof revolvers. Serious 
tronble and bloodshed are feared. The po- 
lice authorities regard the situation as criti- 
cal, and have transferied a large force to th 
stock yards,

day last, reached Atlanta yesterday at 
noon, and were) carried to the residence of 
his mother, Mrs, K. R. Chisolm, on Pryor 
street.

Dr. A. T. Spald- 
ing cfficiated. The remains were followed 
to the grave in Oakland cemetery by many 
friends. Mr. Chisolm died from the effects 
of an attack of asthma with which he has 
long been a sufferer. He had numerous 
warm and devoted friends in this city.
